SACRAMENTO <AP> - The 
Assembly Rules Committee has 
rejected a request from a grand 
jury to consider taking action 
to unseat Democratic Assembly­ 
man Charles 
Meyers of San 
Francisco. 
Committee chairman Joe Gon­ 
salves. D-La Mirada, announced 
Friday that the San Francisco 
Grand Jury offered little addi­ 
tional evidence on allegations 
that Meyers, a veteran of 18 
years in the Assembly, made 
improper use of his legislative 
allowance. 
Gonsalves said the Rules Com­ 
mittee is "not a proper fact­ 
finding body for the purpose of 
determining whether or not the 
alleged 
wrong-doings 
had. 
in 
fact, taken place." 
Meyers declined to comment 
on the Rules Committee action, 
saying only the Gonsalves’ state­ 
ment "is self-explanatory.” 
Gonsalves had indicated ear­ 
lier his committee p r o b a b l y 
would reject the grand jury’s 
request since no indictment was 
made against the San Francisco 
legislator. 
In a statement issued Friday. 
Gonsalves said. "If the allega­ 
tions are true, 1 believe that we 
must all agree that the miscon­ 
duct would have to be classified, 
at worst, as an exercise in poor 
judgment."

The front section of my dress 
is to be cut on the bias and the 
rest is on the straight grain of 
the fabric. When I assembled it 
as usual, the front simply didn't 
hang right. It seemed to draw 
up at the side sections. Is there 
a special way of handling an> 
section that is cut on the bias? 
MRS. N.A.C 


DEAR MRS. N.A.C.: 
So glad you asked this ques 
tion. It has occurred to me to* 
mention this, but somehow just 
hadn't gotten around to it. Yes. 
you must treat the bias section 
in a different technique. When 
pinning to the side section, you 
must stretch the bias section 
slightly, giving it the give in the 
scamline that the fabric needs. 
It doesn't matter if the lower 
end of the garment doesn't 
meet. Just remember to pull the 
bias section as you pin. Before 
pressing the seams, check this 
seam carefully and be sure it 
hangs correctly. It takes a little 
practice to give just the right 
amount of stretch to this seam. 
Another word of advice. 1 
don't recommend bias cut skirts 
to any of you gals who are very 
rounded in the hips. They have a 
tendency 
to 
grow, 
in 
other 
words, they get longer and more 
narrow the more they hang in 
your closet. 


MRS. HOWARD GODFREY, 
Marcellus, N.Y.. is this week's 
tailor trix pressing board winner 
for her following suggestion. 
I'm one of those gals who 
always ends up with a large 
piece of material left over that 
is too large to throw away but 
too small to really do anything 
with. It alw ays ends up just one 
more piece to be added to my 
scrap drawer in hopes one day I 
will find just the place to use it. 
Today I found it. 
I was ready to run off to a 
bridal shower when to my hor­ 
ror 1 found I was completely out 
of any kind of wrappings. I went 
to my scrap drawer and found 
just the thing to fit the size of 
my gift box. I cut it to fit and 
tied the box with scraps of 
rickrack. 
The bride-to-be was very ex­ 
cited and said. “ It’s the first 
wrapping I ve really seen that 1 
could put to good use. I’m 
going to make an apron out of 
it.” Let your imagination go 
wild. There are any number of 
sewing items that could be used; 
here's your chance. 


DEAR EUNICE FARMER. 
I was making a covered cord 
mg and thought 1 followed your 
instructions to a letter. But. can 
you imagine my surprise when 1 
found that after pulling the cord 
mg through the bias fold, there 
wasn't any left inside like I ex 
pected. What did I do wrong? 
MRS. J. McC. 


DEAR MRS. K. McC.: 
You evidently forgot a very 
important step! You must take 
a strip of cording twice as long 
as the finished cording will be 
The center of your cord must be 
fastened securely to the end of 
your bias strip. 


After machine stitching and 
trimming excess from the bias 
strip, you are ready to pull the 
end oft he cord to turn the cord­ 
ing right side out. As you are 
pulling the end of the cord, the 
excess cord is threading its wav 
into the bias strip so that when 
this is completed, your tubing 
will have a cord in the center to 
keep it firm.

DEAR EUNICE FARMER, 
Whatever happened to the old- 
fashioned basting? I was taught 
to baste everything, and you 
always recommend pinning. Can 
you really teach an old dog new 
tricks? 
MRS. G.W.W. 


DEAR MRS. G.W.W.: 
Many years ago, women did 
baste everything before stitching 
on the machine. However, today 
we have improved upon this 
method. We have found through 
bitter experience that basting 
didn't keep the top layer of 
fabric from shifting forward as 
we machine stitched. For this 
reason, basting didn't always 
work. 


With the new improvements 
on sewing machines and the 
presser foot that allows us to 
machine stitch over pins, you 
will find that placing your pins 
horizontal to a vertical seam 
and stitching over them is the 
only way to prevent the scams 
from shifting, Try it. this new- 
trick will make a believer out of 
vou

MANY Of SOCIETY'S present-day 
ills are traceable to a bi oak-down of 
the family structure. 
Juvenile delinquency and, 
later, 
adult crimes, are olten traceable to 
maladjusted home life. 
As a result, we hear it said on every 
side that we need to restore strength 
to the family as a social institution. 
There is much talk, but up to now 
there has been little action. Our social 
service agencies deplore the situation 
but have had comparatively little suc­ 
cess in dealing with it. 
Into this vacuum comes Marin's “ In­ 
stitute on the Family." 
When it was launched less than a 
year ago. its announced goals were 
three- “ To study some of the perplex­ 
ing problems ol modern family life" 
‘to begin differentiating between dif­ 
ferent helping processes.' and “ offer 
advanced post graduate work to pro­ 
fessionals." 


THE INSTITUTE <>\ I HE FAMILY 
has not yet begun to reach its full po­ 
tential. It has been hampered by lack 
of funds. It appears to be the kind of 
an undertaking worthy of substantial 
support by one of our great eleemosy­ 
nary foundations. But so far none has 
come forward to help. 
It isn't likely to get local volunteer 
assistance without considerable extra 
effort. The Institute is a creature of 
the Family Service Agency of Marin 
which itself needs all the lunds it can 
get locally, from United Crusade and 
contributions from the public. The 
parent organization is not likely in the 
foreseeable future to have much to 
spare for significant support of the In­ 
stitute. 


EVEN OS THE RESTRICTED scale 
of its activities so far. the Institute has 
made a mark— a contribution to the 
treatment of people burdened with 
personal problems. 
Traditional, conventional f a m i 1 y 
service counseling has been on an indi­ 
vidual basis. That is, each person is 
counseled separately. 
The Institute's new approach is 
basically quite simple It counsels the 
family as a group, altogether at once 
so to speak. 


Already there are indications that

AS ITS STATEMENT of purposes 
indicates, the Institute is ready (given 
adequate financing to launch its pro­ 
gram full-scale) to (I) study further 
how this new family group counseling 
approach can be improved and made 
more effective, and (2) train profes­ 
sionals to utilize the newly developed 
approaches and techniques. 


NICHOLAS M. SUNTZEFF, execu­ 
tive director of both the Family Serv­ 
ice Agency and the Institute on the 
Family, is now being assisted in Insti­

been assembled. Policy is set by the 
board of directors which also serves 
the Family Service Agency. 
Only S I5.000 will “ put the show on 
the read” for the last year, says Stock­ 
ing. but so far he has had little success 
in finding such support. 
But the support will be forthcoming 
from somewhere, somehow. The Insti­ 
tute's work so far has been too signifi­ 
cant. too important to be abandoned. 


It can well be part of the begin­ 
ning of a nationwide “new era" in 
counseling, bringing the talents of 
psychologist, social worker, psychia­ 
trist, minister and guidance coun­ 
selor to hear in family group situa­ 
tions. 


The possibilities of dramatic suc­ 
cesses are too great to ignore. 
One of these days some benevolent 
foundation will recognize that the In­ 
stitute on the Family, right here in 
Marin, is doing something in a field 
where activity heretofore has been 
limited mostly to talk. 
When that day comes. Marin's In­ 
stitute may “ show the way" to the rest 
of the country.

There are many facets to 
this coach-athlete relationship 
which would merit a full, hon­ 
est and open discussion among 
coaches, athletes, and the gen­ 
eral public.

Reagan is being too hastily 
judged, not on the basis of 
what he is seeking to achieve 
but on the basis of a few tac­ 
tical mistakes.

Why Should War 


Hurt Civil Rights? 


By WHITNEY M. YOUNG JR . 


The fighting in Vietnam has 
resulted in a war of words here 
at home between the “ hawks.” 
who favor stronger military 
action, and the “ doves.” who 
favor a negotiated settlement 
of the war. the sooner the bet­ 
ter. 


CAUGHT BETW EEN these 
groups is the struggle for civil 
rights for all Americans. Both 
the hawks and the doves, for 
different reasons, say we can t 
fight a war in Vietnam and 
carry on a war against poverty 
here at home. 


Both sides are wrong in this 
matter. Many hawks seem to 
feel that the war must get top 
priority 
and 
that 
domestic 
issues like ending proverty will 
have to wait, since we can t af­ 
ford the costs of both wars. 
But we can. The federal pro­ 
grams 
labelled 
“ war 
o n 
poverty” are costing less than 
the farm subsidy program, the 
proposed supersonic airplane, 
or the space program. For 
every dollar spent to help 
someone out of poverty, we 
spend almost $4 to put a man 
on the moon. 


SO WE CAN AFFORD both 
wars if we spend more wisely 
on those programs which wiil 
pay off by getting people jobs 
and helping them become tax 
producers instead of tax con­ 
sumers, instead of spending on

prgrams which should have 
lower priority because they are 
less important. 


Besides, 
we 
have 
t h e 
resources to raise more money 
for necessary p r o g r a m s . 
Nobody likes to have his taxes 
raised, but sometimes it is 
essential for the good of all. 
Americans are taxed less than 
any othe industrial country. 


The doves would probably 
agree with this, but many of 
them say that the war on 
poverty could get the money 
now spent on the war In Viet­ 
nam, estimated at $24 billion 
this year. This is unrealistic. 
There is no guarantee that this 
money would go to the war on 
poverty, in fact, judging from 
recent experience, it is highly 
unlikely. 


ENDING THE WAR in Viet­ 
nam 
won t 
mean 
that 
the 
money won t be .*)ent on other 
foreign 
needs 
Billions 
will 
have to go to Vietnam to 
repair the damage done to that 
war-torn country and billions 
more will have to go toward 
bolstering the poor nations of 
Asia. 
Africa, 
and 
L a t i n - 
America to help end conditions 
which make them vulnerable 
to social upheavals. Like it or 
not, 
America is the 
prime 
power in the world today and it 
must bear the costs which go 
with the responsibilities of its 
position. It is highly unrealistic 
to 
expect 
this 
situation 
to 
change in the near future or to 
expect national priorities to 
shift overnight. 


BL T WHY DO both sides put 
so much stress on money? This 
nation can do much to advance 
the civil rights of its citizens 
without spending one cent. 


Look at the current civil 
rights 
proposals 
to 
en d 
discrimination in housing. An 
open occupancy policy would 
give Negroes the right to live 
wherever their incomes and 
desires take them, and it would 
be a giant step toward ending 
the current practice of forcing 
Negro citizens into overcrowd­ 
ed, overpriced ghettos. This is 
not a spending proposal, it is a 
human rights proposal. This 
does not cost money.

The schools have discovered 
un mined 
gold 
in 
their 
com­ 
munities. 
This rich vein being tapped by 
the San Rafael City Schools, and 
by more 
and 
more districts 
across the country, consists of 
the talents and the energies of 
skilled lay people outs'ide the 
faculties 
many 
of 
them 
parents of the students. 
More and more, according to 
Dr. William 
Jordan, assistant 
superintendent of the San Rafael 
City Schools’ e l e m e n t a r y 
division, schools are coming to 
rcali/.c that in virtually every 
neighborhood there are men and 
women of special abilities and 
enthusiasms who can contribute 
substantially to the educative 
process. 
Thus 
a 
financier 
appears 
before 
junior 
high 
s c h o o l 
students to discuss our monetary 
system, a holder of a graduate 
degree in chemical engineering 
takes under his wing a small 
group of youngsters showing a 
special aptitude in mathematics, 
an accomplished poet teaches 
creative writing, volunteers con­ 
tribute materially to the opera­ 
tion of school libraries. 


DR. JORDAN PUTS it this 
w ay: 
“ The two major ingredients 
of any community are the home 
and the school. Indeed, it could 


be said that in reality the home 
and school arc one institution, 
the school being simply an ex­ 
tension of the many homes that 
surround it. 
"And the teacher, of course.is 
an extension of the family.” 
The recognition of this close 
and natural relatioaship serves 
to point out the artificiality of 
barriers 
between 
school 
and 
home, and to encourage the 
closest kind of cooperation in­ 
cluding bringing the layman into 
the very classroom processes. 


THIS. SAYS DR. Jordan, is 
what is taking place more and 
more 
as 
the 
schools 
invite 
talented parents to ‘‘return to 
school” 
and 
s h a r e 
t h e i r 
particular skills and experience 
with the pupils. 
The result is a widening of the 
educational 
horizons 
of 
the 
students. It is often also a bless­ 
ing for the volunteers from the 
community, many of whom have 
felt stifled by their inability to 
share their special genius and 
interests with others. 
Ths San Rafael schools began 
this kind of thing slowly, Dr 
Jordan says. Then flushed with 
initial success and with growing 
confidence they have been mov­ 
ing ahead at an accelerated 
pace in recent years. 


PATIENCE, 
practice 
a n d 


understanding have served to 
eliminate the shyness that once 
made the parent hesitant to 
enter the classroom, or the prin­ 
cipal and teacher reluctant to 
issue the invitation. 
Files of so-called "resource 
people" in the community are 
being used more and more. 
The schools, too. gain from 
this arrangement. Dr. Jordan 
says. 
"Teachers have found that the 
best source of community sup­ 
port 
lies not 
in 
the 
happy 
student’ alone, but also in the 
fully informed parent group that 
knows from actual experience 
what 
is 
happening 
in 
our 
schools." he explains. 


A KNOWLEDGEABLE parent 
might acquire his information in 
a 
parent-teacher 
conference 
where the child is the hub of the 
meeting. 
But 
even 
better 
fitted 
to 
understand 
and 
evaluate 
the 
schools is the parent who has 
served as a participant in school 
system activities. 
This close contact is especially 
important. Dr Jordan says, at a 
time when rapid changes in 
technology, sociological theories 
and cultural patterns have pro­ 
duced new approaches to learn­ 
ing that are revitalizing the pat­ 
terns of classroom instruction. 


T II E S E 
NEWLY-emerged 


ideas and their implementation 
are dislocating old theories and 
installing new practices in the 
school, just as they are in the 
home and in business and in­ 
dustry. 
Because the school is center 
stage in time of progress, it can 
also be the nucleus of con­ 
troversy 
about 
theory 
o r 
method 
The parent-volunteer 
can make a major contribution 
toward 
understanding 
and 
a 
lessening of tensions and con­ 
flict. 


Teachers, too, have overcome 
the tendency to be shy or fearful 
of parents that existed among 
some of them. Dr Jordan says.

SUCH 
BENEFICIAL results 
have caused the San Rafael City 
elementary schools to embark 
upon a further expansion of 
parent-teacher activity.

D o n ’t a sso c ia te w ith c h ro n ic 
co in p la itiers, w h in e r s, g lo o m p e d d le r s —life is just tno short to w a ste five* m in u te s 
of it on sin'li a p erso n . L et h im m ak e h is c ir c le o f frien d s w ith p e o p le of h is o w n 
kind — th en the> ca n h a v e a regu lar orgy o f recrim in a tio n , c r itic ism , an d m a le v o ­ 
lence. 
Keep friends with those who are cheerful and intelligent; whose conversa­ 
tions are c alculated to enrich and inform; who like laughter and good cheer. One 
sum c haracter can pull a pall of gloom over you that can last all day. He, or she, 
( mii ruin a dinner or a party. Avoid them like* the* plague. 
The pessimists will say this is sticking vour head in the sand. It is nothing of 
the* sort.

’[’here* are enough cheerful, hard-working, grateful people in the world and 
anyhodv can he* replaced, and anybody who thinks he cannot be replaced should 
be* replaced immediately. 
Longfellow wrote: “ Some critics are like* chimney-sweepers; they put out the 
lire* below, and frighten the swallows from their nests above*; they scrape a long 
time* in the* c himney, cover themselves with soot, and bring nothing away hut a hag 
of cinders, and then sing out from the top of the house* as if they had built it. 
Julia Setou perhaps put it best when sin* wrote*: “We have no more right to 
put our disco rd a n t states of mind into the* lives of those around us and rob them 
of fhe'ii s u n s h in e and brightness than we* hav e to ente*r their houses and steal their 
si! v e*t ware*. 
Y e*s, i(\ a good idea to choose your friends and associate's w ith care. Make 
certain tlu*> re the kind of people you are, or better still, the kind of people you 
would like* to measure up to.

Picasso 
The story, the second half of 
his autobiography the first of 
which was published in 1965. 
begins in 1938 with Sir John's 
call to the Tate as director. His 
enthusiasm for the challenge 
was 
matched 
only 
by 
the 
shambling 
chaos 
h e 
en 
countered. 
‘ A shuffling, unpressed staff 
whistled and smoked througout

the galleries which were hung 
with the Tate’s most deplorable 
acquisitions. In the basement a 
stack 
of 
paintings 
was 
so 
thoroughly endowed with grime 
and disinterest that only years 
of gradual restoration finally 
disclosed the magnificent col­

Turners 
that 
lay 
beneath. 
Administratively, 
he 
found uncashed checks of years’ 
standing, 
a 
filing system 
in 
which correspondence was often 
thrown behind the furniture and 
even reams of obscene verses 
dictated by a high staff member 
on gallery stationery 
From this unlikely foundation 
and with virtually no funds. Sir 
John began to build the Tate’s 
collection and reputation 
into 
today’s 
counterpart 
of 
New 
York’s Museum of Modern Art. 
So engaged, his recollections of 
meeting with now-famous artists 
and statesmen, 
the hardships 


during the war years and the 
final rebuilding of the Tate from

It is then all the more shat­ 
tering to find him embroiled in a 
sudden scandal based solely on 
the inventions of a single am­ 
bitious malfeasant.

It is a chilling tale involving 
names 
as 
large 
as

S u t h e r l a n d ,

historian Douglas Cooper 
and 
the former lord chancellor of 
England, 
L o r d 
Jowitt. 
But 
everyone, even friends, became 
involved, 
often 
b e c o m i n g 
a g g r e s s i v e gossip-mongers 
themselves. 
That 
subsequent 
ev e n t s 
revealed LeRoux’s criminality is 
of little consequence. What is 
impressive is Sir John himself. 
Candid as he is about the facts 
and 
names 
involved 
in 
this 
sordid attempt to destroy him 
professionally 
and 
personally 
and even though 12 years later 
still no attempt has been made 
to publicly clear his name, he 
expresses no bitterness. 
Instead, 
this 
very 
lack 
of 
malice accentuates his story’s 
underlying warning that even at

Pioneer Editors, 


And Lusty Press

When the West was settled, 
the printing pr^ss rode with the 
first town builders—and some­ 
times ahead of them. And the 
men who brought it were a con­ 
tentious, untrammeled lot 
of 
individualists who fit their new 
environment like a six-gun in a 


well-worn holster. 
Few of these pioneer editors 


had advanced educations by to­ 
day’s standards; but many ot 


them 
were 
well-read, 
could 


translate Latin, and were among 
the best educated men on the 
frontier by the classical stand­ 
ards of their time. The journals 
they printed may have had few 
readers, but their influence was 
great wherever it reached 
Each was a rabid partisan of 
whatever boomtown or frontier 
outpost he chose to set up shop. 
Any huddle ot hovels on the lone 
prairie or in a gold rush gulch 
was a future “ queen city’’ to 
him. He sang its praises ful- 
somely — and as abundantly 
damned its rivals. 
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N o v a t o 
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Theirs was the free press with 
a vengeance. Neither threat of 
libel suit nor fear of personal 
violence stayed their composing 
sticks. Typical was the descrip­ 
tion of Marysville. Kan., pub­ 
lished in 181.0 by the Kansas 
Chief in rival White Cloud 


“ Marysville is a city of a 
dozen or ‘20 log huts, principally 
used as whiskey shops, scattered 
about with as much regularity 
as buffalo chips on the plains.” 


Rival editors got the same 
kind of treatment, as when the 
California Star in San Francisco 
in gold rush days had this to 
say of the Monterey Californian 


“ We have received two late 
numbers of the Californian, a 
dim, dirty little paper printed 
at Monterey, on the worn out 
material ot one of the old Cali­ 
fornia war presses. It is pub 
lished and edited by Walter Col­ 
ton and Robert Semple, the one 
a lying sycophant and the other 
an overgrown lick-spittle." 


This 
was, 
indeed, 
a 
lusty 
press. And John Myers Myers 
is probably the ideal writer to 
chronicle it. Like the frontier 
editors of whom he writes, he 
cares little for cant or sacred 
cows. And the West is in his 
bones and his pen. 


“ Print in a Wild Land” is es­ 
sentially a compilation of anec­ 
dotes. It is nevertheless a fine 
piece ot history, more illumina­ 
tive of the West that was than

A Rare Blend Of 


Mystery, Suspense

To read the first page of 
Simon Raven's new novel is to 
read it all. For here is a rare 
mixture of mystery 
and sus 
pense, involving people that are 
altogether credible. 
A Cambridge student goes to 
Germany just after the war to 
decipher the papers left by a 
great mathematician. He soon 
stumbles onto a discovery of 
terrifying military implications 
and he dare not confide in any­ 
one. Kindly suggestions that he 
leave Germany give way to 
ludicrous pressures. Or is he 
suffering from delusions'' 
At this point the men of the 
colorful 10th Sabre Squadron 
from England swagger onto the 
scene. Are these the god-sent 
friends they seem to be? Is it 
just chance they are stationed 
in the same town? 
As the story develops, the 
heavy' post-war a t m o s p h e r e 
seems to encircle the reader as 
it dots the hero. One can sense 
the invisible trap closing. And 
the hero is superbly human and 
vulnerable . . . callow, given to 
showing off, yet uneasily deter­ 
mined to do tiie honorable thing. 
As a last hope he must a-k 
his buddies in the squadron to 
break their own security and 
smuggle h' n out. The outcome 
of this maneuver is in doubt to 
the very last, and provides a 
telling 
comment 
on 
modern 
morality. 
Raven’s 
small-scale 
wor k 
compares favorably with that of ,t 


Graham Greene and Anthony 
Powell. In fact, it is so good 
that, unreasonably, one can’t 
help wishing it had just that 
little bit more, that extra clarity 
that would put it in the very 
frontranks. But never mind the 
quibbling Just settle back and 
enjoy a truly high calibre enter­ 
tainment!

Subject For Levity?

In a n o t h e r 
10 years 
will 
writers 
be 
producing 
‘-light­ 
hearted'* resumes of the era of 
World W ar It. 
Nazi 
genocide 
and p o s t w a r M cCarthy ism? 
And then, in yet another two 
decades, 
will 
our 
present-day 
bloodletting in Vietnam and our 
racial turmoil be regarded as 
fit subjects for levity? 
Those questions came to mind 
as we read Robert Bendiner’s 
Just Around the Corner." deal­ 
ing wittily and somewhat airily 
with the 1930s. 


This ‘‘highly selective history" 
is unquestionably amusing with 
its 
humor 
and 
the 
nostalgic 
memories it calls forth. 


But 
one’s enjoyment of the 
book 
and 
the 
recollections 
it 
stimulates are tempered by nag­ 
ging doubts as to whether the 
depression with all its suffering 
and 
indignities, 
the 
rise 
of 
totalitarianism , to prove so cost­ 
ly in human lives, and the stir­ 
rings 
of 
the 
anti-subversive 
mania that 
was to preoccupy 
America in the years ahead, are 
proper subjects for a tongue-in- 
cheek treatment 


True. 
Bendiner's 
humor 
is 
often hardened with irony. But 
what is missing is anger at the 
avarice and stupidity that caus­ 
ed the economic debacle and at 
the hatreds and ignorance upon 
which the socio-political filth of 
fascism fed. There is an uneasy 
feeling that once again man is 
taking too lightly the kind of 
past transgressions he is quite 
capable of repeating. 


Bendiner’s book is not offered 
as a comprehensive, 
cohesive 
history of an era. It is labeled 
quite honestly as his own highly 
personalized impressions of the 
time. He was an easterner, a 
journalist who served as manag­ 
ing editor of The Nation, and so 
the 
book 
is 
also 
h i g h l y 
regionalized. 


For instance, lie devotes much 
space to the 
impact 
of PWA 
theater upon the country. In our 
small 
Kansas 
town 
we 
were 
scarcely aware of its existence. 
Our “ live" 
theater cam e, not 
from the federal 
government, 
but 
from 
traveling 
tent 
and 
medicine shows. And the Dust 
Bowl, which for us rivaled the 
depression and darkening war 
clouds as causes for alarm and 
distress, draws only scant at­ 
tention from Bendiner. 
But as a restricted view of a 
significant 
decade. 
it 
i s 
altogether enjoyable, once you 
overcome that guilt feeling that 
comes from deriving pleasure 
from a subject of gloom- and 
peril. 
Bendiner's text 
and the ac­ 
c o m p a n y i n g 
c a r t o o n s , 


photographs and clippings, carry 
you back those 30 odd years. 
You find yourself rem embering 
just 
how 
inept

President 
Herbert Hoover really was, how 
the 
surprising 
emergence 
of 
Franklin Delano R o o s e v e l t 
brought a fresh wave of hope, 
how beloved F D R was among 
'he masses and how despised

P IT Y T H E gardener or liome 
handyman who tackles a project 
with tools that are dull.

Nor is his trouble always al­ 
leviated when he sallies forth 
and buys himself a sharpening 
device of some kind.
